ANOTHER FRESNO JURY. 


A Uuilty Man Acquitted in Spite of 


His Coiifcssiou. 


Another Fresno jury distinguished it- 


self hy rendering a verdict contrary to 
the law and the evidence. The calamity 
h.ippunt'd last Friday in Justice of the 
rente Wolcott.'s Court. The following 
arc the details: 


Enns Sweet, a resident of Tulare, was 


tried before a jury of eleven on a charge 
of selling whisky without a license. 
It 


waa admitted that there was a valid or- 
dinance passed by the Supervisors of 
Fresno comity requiring the payment of 
a license of $00 a quarter for selling 
whisky in less quantities than a quart, 
and that a violation of the ordinance 
was a misdemeanor, and thai the de- 
fendant had no license. 


The defendant himself admitted that 


on July 20, KSSi), ho went, at the request 
of his employer, a man named Withers, 
in Tulfiri! county, to a ball given at 
Moore & Smith's mill m Fresno county, 
anil sold twenty-live pint bottles of 
whisky, one to each person, at(>0 cents a 
liottle, and carried back the proceeds to 
his employer Withers. Sweet, after ad- 
mitting the facts recited above, said that 
he diil not know that he was inside the 
lino of Fresno county. 


The Court instructed the jury that the 


doing of an unlawful act presumes an 
unlawful intent. It was also explained 
that although Withers may have had a 
license to sell whisky in his store in Tu- 
htre county, it did not authorise him to 
sell whisky anywhere else, even in Tn- 
lare county. 


The jury returned a verdict of acquit- 


tal, and every man-jack of them was 
aober. 


District Attorney Tupper waa asked 


his opinion as to the matter. He said: 
"In my opinion by that verdict any sa- 
loon-keeper in the city of Fresno could 
sell whisky without taking out a license, 
and if he did so he would !>e no more 
guilty than was this man under his own 
evidence. The jury by their verdict 
finding this man not guilty declared 
under'tlieir oaths that he did not sell 
any whisky."
